The CIO Teachers Union yesterday charged the ad- 
ministration of City College with following a “pattern of dis-/ 
criminatory practices” against Jewish and Negro teachers. 


The union made the charge after®

It asserted that these grievances 
came to a head during the recent 
student. strike against the anti- 
Semitic actions of Prof. William E.

“Every member is obliged to 
fight with all his strength against 
any and every effort, whether it 
comes from abroad or within our 
country, to destroy the rights of 
labor .and the people, or any sec- 
tion thereof, or to impose upon 
the United States and: states the 
arbitrary will of any group or 
party or clique -or conspiracy, 
thereby violating the unqualified 
rights of. the majority of the. peo- 
ple to direct the destinies ¢f our 
country.” 

Medina refused to accept the 
declaration as evidence. Sacher 
asked permission to present the 
reasons for its introduction. The 
Judge excused the jury. 


NEGATES CHARGE 


Sacher told the court that if} 


there were doubts in the ape oh 
mind of the admissibility of ot 
exhibits, the Communist veterans’ 
declaration. approved by defend- 
ants who attended the meeting and 
the rank and file Communist vet- 
erans, “nefates the charge in the 


indictment” and is “specific testi- 
mony” against the charge (force 
and violence.)”

DENNIS’ STATEMENT 


Dennis stood up and, following 
an interruption by the court, de- 
clared the declaration was “far 
from a self-serving declaration:” 

“It is a declaration of men who 
are Communists,” Dennis argued. 
“I think it is the most relevant and 
the best testimony. It sets forth 
what the party teaches and ad- 


declara- 


- +vocates in regard to democracy and 


peace and how our party interprets 
the Constitution.” 
Dennis added that the Commu-
